WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. “13.—

closure rule to pass a pending bill 
which would place prohibition officers 
under the Civil Service, F. Scott Mce- 
Bride, General Superintendent of: the 
Anti-Saloon: League of America, to- 
night charged that a small wet minor- 
ity is able to block legislation in. Con- 
gress and to prevent action on this 
measure. 

“How long will the large dry major- 
ity in the Senate permit this when 
there is a remedy?” he asked. , 

“For more than three years,” he 
added, ‘“‘measures have been. before 
Congress to put prohibition agents 
-under Civil Service and to reorganize 
the ‘prohibition unit so that there will 
be proper location of responsibilty for 
enforcement. The Internal Revenue 
Commissioner has legal: responsibility 
and somebody else actual authority to 
do this work. The situation cripples 
law enforcement constantly. 

“The President favors these proposed 
Provisions of law. . Civil service for 
prohi" ‘sion agents has been endorsed 
in the platforms of both Democratic 
and Republican parties. Practically 
every national organization to promote 

@ general welfare and law enforce- 
ment has approved the bill containing 
both the provisions. The Reorganiza- 
tion Civil Service bill has passed the 
House by a vote of 275 to 86. It has 
the endorsement of the Senate Finance 
Committee and the steering committee 
of the Senate. The floor leaders of 
both political parties favor its early 
consideration and its e. 

“Why does this bill not come to a 
vote? Simply because one United 
States Senator can hold back final 
action on a measure by threatening to 
talk until the bill is withdrawn, thereby 
using up all the time available for 
legislation. Usually those who resort 
to this filibustering method are the 
ones who are constantly complaining 
about a minority putting over legisia- 
tion on the majority in thig country. 
There is only a fractional minority 
opposed to this measure and yet it has 
been hanging in the balance for years. 

“The rules of the Senate provide a 
way to prevent this anomalous situa- 
tion from continuing and that is the 
application of the closure rule, When 
sixteen Senators sign a motion for the 
closure it must be voted upon the next 

ay. 

“It takes a two-thirds vote’ of a 
quorum present to adopt the rule. 
Thereafter no Senator shall be en- 
titled to speak more than one hour 
in all on the pending measure. This 
motion should be used on such a meas- 
ure as the one now pending. It does 
not involve any discourtesy to a minor- 
ity that is trying to prevent the ma- 
jority from taking a vote on impor- 
tant pending legislation: It is similar 
to the motion in ordinary parlia- 
mentary f degen known as moving 
the previous question for bringing the 
debate to a close. 

“The overwhelming majority of the 
people who want to take prohibition 
appointments out of politics and to 
have a separate bureau for prohibi- 
tion enforcement so that they can tell 
who is responsible for success or fail- 
ure are expecting the Senate to use 
the closure rule this session to pre- 
vent this continued delay in the dis- 
position of this important measure.”

City of Ut Come Upon Wide 
Variety of Toilet Articles. 


ARCHED ROOFS DISCOVERED 


Records of Marduk-nadin-ahl, 1117 
to 1100 B. C,, Also Brought 
to Light by Expedition.

Vanity cases and make-up apparatus 
ef 3000 B. C. are among the dis- 
eoveries reported yesterday by the mu- 
peum of the University of Pennsylvania 
at Philadelphia, which has an expedi- 
tion digging in the mounds. of. what 
$was once the world metropolis of Ur, 
mear the mouth of the Euphrates in 
ancient Babylonia. ‘ 
The army of diggers at work under 
the direction of Major C. Leonard 
Woolley, representing the university 
museum at Philadelphia and the Brit- 
ish Museum, have in the past season, 
according to the report made public 
yesterday, on the remains of 
public buildings, and have excavated 
an extremely ancient cemetery, dig- 
ging up 180 different graves, some of 
them more than 5,000 years old. 
Archaeological discoveries of impor- 
tance include the finding of vaulted and 
erched cons .ction im use before 2000 
B. C., somet...ag that was thought im- 
ble at such an early. date; a 
oenician inscription of about 1,100 
B. C., the earliest known in Mesopo- 
tamia, illustrating again the extensive- 
mess of the sea-borne commerce of that 
eat trading nation, the England of 
its day; an engraving of earlier date 
than 4000 B. C., showi a worshiper 
tagger a religious rite, the engrav- 
g being one of the oldest yet found. 
In addition were’ found quantities of 
jewelry of very early date. % 


Find Cosmetics and Mirrors.. 


Again and again the diggers un- 
earthed jars of cosmetics, combs, 
mirrors and other technical equipment 
of ancient beauties. These were inter- 


esting, because of their diversity of 
design and because of the extreme an- 
tiquity of some examples. Archae- 
ologists have not yet penetrated in 
Babylonia to an age when women 
were satisfied with the faces which 
mature had given to them. Beauty 

reparations have been found at all 

vels where early signs of civilization 
have been discovered. , 

The story of the excavating work is 
told by rg Woolley as follows: 

“To Nebuchadnezzar’s Temenos 
(sacred enclosure) an entirely new 
aspect was given by the discovery of 
@ great entrance gateway at a point 
where in 1922-3 we had failed to trace 
the line of his enclosing wall. It. not 

‘only completes the Temenos plan, but 
throws into true perspective the great 
courtyard, and practically confirms the 
view that this was itself the main 
temple of the Moon God. 

“Interesting from more than topo- 
graphical reasons was the excavation 
of a large building standing over a 
mile outside the limits of the Sacred 
Area, a great hall—it might have been 
@ royal audience iber—put up by 
King Sin-idinnam’shortly before 2000 

- B.C. The rem@rkable feature about 
it was that it had undoubtedly had an 

arched and vaulted roof, and until re- 
cently such would have been judged 
wholly impossible at such an early 
date. But the finding of arched door- 
ways in private houses of the same 
period, and the fact that contempo- 
rary brick tombs were sometimes 
barrel-vaulted, justifies a restoration 
of this building which upsets all the 
views that have been held about the 
history of architecture in the East. 

‘*When in 1922-3 I excavated E-Nun- 
Mz'th, the joint temple of the God and 
Godess of the Moon, work in the sanc- 
tua.y itself was carried down only as 
far as the well-preserved brick pave- 
ments of Nebuchadnezzar. Now I de- 
eided to pull these up and to test the 
lower and earlier levels. Almost at 
once a discovery was made which 
added a new chapter to a temple his- 
tory already sufficiently long and 
varied. Below ‘the floors we found in 
position no less than four diorite door- 
sockets bearing the inscriptions of 
Marduk-nadin-ahi, King of Babylon 
from 1117 to 1100 B. C., recording his 
restoration of the shrine. 


‘“‘No monument of this king had pre- 


viously been found at Ur. So far as 
we know, no Babylonian king for 300 
years had. paid any attention to the 
city’s building. It is not too fanciful 
to assume.that Marduk-nadin-ahi’s ac- 
tivities had a political motive, and

of lapis lazuli capped with gold; a 
diadem of thin gold on which are rows 
of figures; their outlines impressed in 
the soft metal, huntsmen and stags, 
bulls and rams, a magnificent.example 
of the work of the primitive goldsmith. 
| “Also there are mefe curiosities, 
such as a gold bead three and a half 
inches long, set between two equally 
large beads of lapis, which must have 
been a burden to their wearer.

It is felt by 
the Coolidge Administration that as 
these nations are not directly con- 
cerned, progress in the direction of 
further tation of naval strength 
can be best accomplished by having 
the chief naval powers attempt among 
themselves to find a formula for naval 
limitation. With such a result achfeved, 
it is held here, a foundation might 
be laid for formulae to be applied in 
the ee of land and air arma- 
ments, 


No Harm in Trying. 


Whether or not a separate conference 
on naval limitation would accomplish 
anything practicable, the Administra- 
tion feels that no harm would be done 
if representatives of the United States, 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan got 
together around a table and talked 
things over. At the very least, they 
might find that they are not so far 
apart as some of them are inclined to 
believe. 

In this connection attention is called 
to the letter’ which Secretary Kellogg 
sent to Chairman Porter of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs yester- 
day requesting an appropriation of 
$75,000. to enable the, American dele- 
gation to continue to participate in the 
deliberations of the Preparatory Com- 
mission at Geneva. Mr. Kellogg 
caused surprise by his declaration that 
the program for armament limitations 
offered by the United States to the 
commission had obtained the voluntary 
support. of almost half the commission 
and this ‘‘without any changes, con- 
cessions or abandonment of principles 
on our part.”’ ea? 

This development, it is argued here, 
is proof that the full discussion of 
every angle of the disarmament ques- 
tion afforded by the prolonged ses- 
sions of the Preparatory Commission, 
which were begun last May, has pro- 
duced results. At the outset of the 
commission’s meetings, Secretary Kel- 
logg explained, the American pro- 
gram, which ultimately commended 
itself to nearly half the cOmmissicn, 
was in “‘a position of almost complete 
isolation.” 

With that example, officials in Wash- 
ington feel that it would be worth while 
to discuss naval problems among the 
representatives of the five naval pow- 
ers in the hope that the longer they 
talked the greater would be the chance 
of finding that they could subscribe to 
common fundamentals capable of 
being translated into a practicable for- 
mula for naval limitation.

CHURCHES APPROVE 
PROPOSAL ON ARMS 


Federal Council Cables a State- 
ment Endorsing President’s 
Note to Sea Powers. 





A statement endorsing President 
Coolidge’s proposal to the powers of a 
further reduction of naval armaments 
has been cabled to the churches of 
Great Britain, France and Japan by 
the Federal Council of Churches in 
America. The statement, signed by Dr. 
S. Parkes Cadman, ‘Presidént of the 
said the churches of the 
United States ‘‘as a unit will stand 
resolutely behind the President.” 

“The message to Congress by Pres- 
ident Coolidge telling of his communi- 
cation to Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan with regard to the further 
limitation of naval armaments’ has 
been received with deep gratification;” 
says the statement. ‘‘The churches of 
the country as a unit will stand@d_reso- 
lutely behind the President. 

“The Federal Council of Churches 
has repeatedly taken. action urging 
further reduction of armaments by the 
nations and, specifically, at its meet- 


ing Dec. 24, 1926, expressed its ad- 


vocacy of ‘the policy for broadening 
the application of the spirit and prin- 
ciples of the limitation of armament 
formulated at the Washington Con- 
ference.’ ~ 

“The spirit shown by the President 
in his approach to the European na- 
tions, his sympathetic understanding 
of their problems and his manifest 
appreciation of the highly complex 
and intricate character of the ques- 
tion of disarmament, impress us with 
his comprehensive and discriminating 
grasp of the actualities of the situa- 
tion. We believe that the peculiar 
difficulties of the European nations re- 
quire the most. sympathetic considera- 
tion, but that they can be met if dealt 
with in a spirit of mutual good-will. 

“We hope that tHe House and Sen- 
ate will whole-heartedly support the 
President in this program and will do 
nothing to jeop ze it or to hamper 
its practical realization. 

“It is earnestly to be hoped that the 
President will push his proposal per- 
sistently and persuasively and that the 
Governments and peoples of the other 
nations will receive this appeal in the 
same spirit and faith with which 
it is igsued and ll respond to his 
earnest’ request for prompt action.

Friends of Music. 


Josef Szigeti and Louis Bailly col- 
laborated as solists in the performance 
of Mozart’s concerto for violin and 
viola at the concert given by the 
Friends of Music, Artur Bodanzky con- 
ductor, yesterday afternoon in Town 
Hall. This work, which certainly 
ranks among the greatest inspirations 
of Mozart in the concerto form, was 
followed by the first performance of 
Busoni’s violin concerto (in its 
orchestral version) in America. Mr. 
Szigeti has been largely instrumental 
in .making the latter composition 
known in Europe;:the logic of events 
and his enthusiasm for the score 
prompted him to intreduce it in this 
country. The concerto proved well 
worth a hearing. 

.The afternoon was one of contrasts. 
The concert opened with. a tame per- 
formance of Brahms’s ‘‘Tragic’’ over- 
ture. This overture is played too sel- 
dom. It is one of three or four com- 
positions in which Brahms alone 
among modern composers sounded the} 
note of Greek art and feeling. The 
music has the spirit of noble and 
cleansing tragedy. There is the sense 
of the impersonality of fate, the ex- 


nation. Man makes full and fearless 
atonement to the gods. The overture 
could well*be employed as the prelude 
to a drama of Sophocles. 

The slow movement of the Mozart 
concerto is not only one of. the most 
beautiful but one of the deepest in its 
feeling that its author produced in the 
field of instrumental composition. The 
whole work, for that matter, is among 
the treasures of symphonic literature. 
The performance was another matter. 
The capacities and the high reputations 
of the two soloists need no recounting 
here, but in style and intimacy of 
understamding they were not precisely 
matched. For this reason the perform- 
ance lacked a measure of the unity of 
conception which would have been for 
the best good of the music. It may 
seem hypercritical to dwell upon this, 
in the face of musicianly and expert 
presentation, but the Mozart concerto 
for violin and-viola is more than a 
display piece in which two -virtuosi 
alternately. contest for the honors; it 
is a composition that demands the 
finest quality of ensemble as well as 
execution, and on this ground there 
was something to bgdesired. 

Mr, Szigeti, it may also be remarked, 
gave a more brilliant and communica- 
tive performance of Busoni than he did 
of Mozart. In the former composition 

ain dryness of tone and style 
st in the way of the music. Busoni’s 
concerto was delivered by him with ad- 
mirable authority and musicianship. 
The concerto is always interesting, and 
in places more than that. It follows 
classic models of Beethoven and 
Brahms; but not slavishiy, or to the ex- 
clusion of innovations of form and 
modern ideas. Busoni. writing a sus- 
tained, singing theme is hardly con- 
vincing, especially when he attempts to 
emulate the classic manner. But in 
other respects, in the character of the 
livelier or more energetic themes, and 
in their development, he is striking and 
éven, in places, romantic. The transi- 
tion from the first’ movement to the 
slow movement illustrates this latter 
point, In the first movement and finale 
is a vigorous and brilliant accomplish- 
ment. The concerto is a product of the 
earlier and not the-later Busoni, the 
beet 5 sac being clear and wunin- 
olved expression, much energy and 
humor, and, as regards structure, a 
strong hand. The piece is well worth 
playing. It will never take the posi- 
tion of an indépendent and original 
creation, but it will serve as a very 
well-made vehicle for a virtuoso. 

The concert ended with the per- 
formance by the Chorus of the Friends 
of Music (coached by Stephen Towns- 
end) of Zemlinsky’s setting of the 
Twenty-third Psalm for chorus and or- 
chestra. The work has passages which 
might well grow upon the listener with 
repeated hearings. Whether the ex- 
quisite and tender poetry of the Psalm 
justifies the dramatic treatment of 
certain verses by the musician, and 
whether the avowed simplicity of the 
opening and closing measures is not a 
little disingenuous, are questions that 
the listener can ask himself. Enough 
for the present that the concert of yes- 
terday closed with an effective per- 
formance of an unusually interesting 
choral work by the man whose princi- 
pal claim to fame in this country has 
thus far been the fact of his tutelage 
of Arnold Schinberg. Mr. Bodansky 
conducted this performance with zeal 
and authority.

DISARMING MORALLY. 

Even if the French Government, as 
8 now expected, is unable to agree 
fully and directly to the naval plan of 
President Coo.inag, it is certain to ex- 
press the utrnost®sympathy with his 
object. This will be said to be hypo- 
critical—the tribute which vice feels 
compelled to pay to virtue. Also it 
will be alleged that there is insincerity 
in the favorablé replies by Great Brit- 
ain and Japan. They politely agree 
with the President, beeause they are 
confideyt that his design can never be 
carried out. Even if he makes the al- 
ternative suggestion of a three-power 


treaty between England and Japan / 


and the United States, the negotiation 
would obviously encounter new obsta- 
cles, with Italy and France out of it. 
Yet all the nations concerned would 
agree to praise what they do not in 
their hearts believe to be practicable. 

Does this mean that they are plan- 
ning f r war? Not wittingly. As Pro- 
fessor GILBERT Murray has recently 
written, no Government today could 
deliberately set about preparing for a 
great war and be able to justify itself 
to its own citizens. People and rulers 

* alike have put away thoughts of war- 
fare on a large scale. The reasons for 
this are many. Not till the generation 
has vanished which knew the priva- 
tions and horrors of the war which 
broke out in 1914 can any civilized 
nation think of going to war except 
with extreme repulsion. The economic 
effects of the Great War are even yet 
not fully understood, but théy are 
working their way into the heads 
both of statesmen and of soldiers. Not 
long ago Premier Porrcarm said that 
“France cannot understand how a na- 
“tion that has won the greatest war 
“in history should be in economic dis= 
“tress.” This contains a tacit ‘hint of 
the way in which the world has dis- 
covered that even the victor in a 
contest between whole peoples in arms 
“must come out a sufferer. 

This truth has begun to influence 
even military the:.y. Some recent 
writers.on the tragedy of, war have 
conie round to the view that the old 
aim of killing as many of the enemy 
as possible must be partly abandoned 
under modern conditions: If too many 
of them are killed, not enough will be 
left to produce the wealth needed for 
paying indemnities to the conqueror. 
In tha: event the victor is in danger 
of being as badly off financially as 

the vanquished. 
of the use of gas in war has been 
that it would work in, line with this 
new argument.

Provocation was not lacking. The 
short and ugly word had passed.

It was a practical 
demonstration of disarmament. What 
will happen t6 the dispute later on 
does not yet appear, It may not be 
open to arbitration.

Academy of Liars. If your opponent 
in the Senate accuses you of falsifi- 
cation, instead of vainly trying to hit 
him in the eye, nominate him for 
membership in that Academy, and as- 
sure him-that he will come to 4 much 
better mind if he has a chance to dip 
his beard in Gascon wine.

THE SOFT-COAL OUTLOOK. 

The United “Mine Workers au- 
thorized the Wage Scale Comniittee 
merely .to seek the best possible agree- 
ment with the bituminous coal opera- 
tors at the conferences to begin at 
Miami today, This is so moderate as 
to cause surprise. There was wisdom, 
too, in the. refusal to include in the 
miners’ demands one for the six-hour 
day and the five-day week. But mild 
and reasonable as this action appears 
to be, it is coupled with a definite 
instruction to the union negotiators 
that no proposal for lower wages shall 
even be considered. This means, of 
course, that the union intends to seek 
a continuance of the present so-called 
Jacksonville wage scale. It portends 
trouble in the soft-coal industry. 

During the nearly three years of its 
existence ‘the Jacksonville agreement 
has been a source of discontent to 
both parties to it, The operators as- 


serted that it was forced on them by | ™ 


pressure from Washington and that 
its base wage rate of $7.50 a day for 
common labor is too high. This con- 
tention was borne out by the closing 
of many mines in unionized territory 
and the drifting of the miners to the 
non-union fields where wages were 
lower but work was reasonably steady. 
In some cases the agreement was 
abrogated by producers, a few of whom 
operated on an oper-shop basis, while 
others attempted to work through so- 
called company unions, though with 
no great measure of success, 

A leading factor has been the growth 
of production in the non-union fields. 
As a result of threats of a bituminous 
coal strike which preceded the mak- 
ing of the: Jacksonville agreement, the 
prospective emergency was met by 

means of the increased non-union out- 
put. Being unhampered by a union 
‘wage scale, the operators were able to 
undersell their unionized competitors | o 
and gradually to extend their market 
until, in 1925, they. supplied nearly 64 
per cent, of this country’s bituminous 
coal requirements.

All told, there is a prospect of a 
stormy session at Miami. If: the 
miners hold out for the present scale 
of wages, which it may be regarded 
as certain is the least that they. will 
do, and if the operators of the Céntral 
Competitive Field demand a decrease 
or else a sliding scale of wages, which 
they say they must do, then there 
would appear to be very little doubt 
about the outcome. It would naturally 
be, according to the methods of Mr. 
Lewis, another strike in the soft-coal 
industry. Fortunately, the break, if 
it comes, will occur in the Spring in- 
stead of in the Fall, as heretofore. 
Production has. been heavy for. sev- 
eral months, Consumers are accumu- 
lating reserves, as some of them freely 
admit, against the possibility of a 
strike. The Bureau of Mines tells us 
that about 90,000;000 tons of bitumi- 
nous coal will be above ground by April 
1, when the present wage agreement 
expires, and there is always the sixty- 
odd per cent. of non-union coal to 
count on. For consumers here in the 
East there is the continuing supply 
of .anthracite, high in’ price, but 
nevertheless available: under a wage 
agreement which still has about four 
years to run. 

Some day something will be done to 
put the coal industry, especially the 
bituminous branch of it, on its feet. At 
present there are too many soft-coal 
mines and too many miners; there is 
too much waste; there is lack of or- 
ganization to a degree found in no 
other basic industry, not even except- 
ing agriculture; there is inefficiency of 
men.and machinery. Until these con- 
ditions are corrected, we.shall have to 


1} put up as best we can with recurring 


disturbances like the one which those 
well informed regard as impending in 
soft-coal mining.

TWO KINDS OF CENSORSHIP. 
What the courts will do when mem- 
bers of the three raided theatrical 
shows appear before them today can- 
not be foretold.

THE. GOOSE CREEK: OIL CASE, 

In the British Geographical Journal 
for January the story of the Goose 
Creek oll case is told by Dovctas W. 
JoHNsON and Watiace E. Pratt, two 
American geologists. The interest of 
it lies in the failure of the State of 
Texas to make good its claim to an oll 
field that had been worked profitably 
for several years. by the lessee of the 
owner. Goose Creek runs through 
the Gaillard Peninsula and into Gal- 
veston Bay. Millions of barrels of oil 
were taken.from the area in 1918 and 
subsequent years. But a strange 
thing was happening: 

Beginning in 1918 it became ap- 
parent that Geillard Peninsula, near 
the centre of the field, and adjacent 
low coastal areas were becoming 
submerged. Elevated plank road- 
ways or walks were built from the 
mainland to the derricks, and the 
derrick floors had to be raised. 
Vegetation was flooded, and finally 
all of the peninsula disappeared be- 
neath the waters of the bay. 

The submerged area was two and a 
half miles long by one and a half 
miles' wide. In Texas submerged 
lands belong to the State. Proceed- 
ings were begun not only to dispossess 
the owner and the oil and gas lessee, 
but also “to recover from them the 
“value of the oil and gas removed 
“from the premises subsequent to 
“the time when the land became sub- 
“merged.” Professor JOHNSON was 
retained to study the phenomenon of 
the sinking of the Goose Creek region 

beneath the waters of the Gulf. Mr. 
Pratr’s connection with the case was 
as geologist of the Humble Oil and 
Refining Company. For the defen- 
dants it was contended that the sub- 
sidence at Goose Creek ‘“‘ was not 
“the result of natural processes, but 
“was caused by an act of man, 
“namely, the removal of large vol- 
“umes of oil, gas, water and sand 
“from beneath the surface.” The 
authors say: 

If the subsidence of Goose Creek 
had heen a natural process, “an act 
of Gop,” then under the American 
law title to the submerged , land 
would have passed to the State, and 
property worth millions of dollars 
would have been lost to the owner of 
the land and to the operating com- 
panies. 

Most of the oil had been taken from 
depths of 1,000 down to 4,100 feet. 
Geologists had reported a gradual sub- 
sidence of the. Atlantic and Gulf 

coasts. But it was only a foot to two 
feet per century. Goose Creek had 
sunk more than three feet in eight 
years. “The Goose Creek disturb- 
ance,” say the geologists, “is equally 
“unrelated to the rise of mean sea 
“level observed at Galveston by the 
“United States Coast and Geodetic 
“Survey and amounting to about six 
“inches in the period 1917- 
‘There was only one explanation of the 
Goose Creek phenomenon: the extrac- 


dion of ofl, water, gas and sand from 


beneath the affected area, It exceeded 
500,000,000 cubic feet, which was 
“several times greater than the cal- 
“culated volume between the planes 
“representing the present surface and 
“the former surface of the Goose 
“Creek field.” The State of Texas 
was not well advised in beginning the 
suit which it lost. The claim was of a 
technical nature, and might have been 
met by the contention that when title 
was acquired there was no sign of sub- 
sidence of the area in dispute.

Youthful Nations princeton goes

Problem. ther than is nec- 
essary in assert- 
ing that the faults of the younger gen- 
eration are not to be blamed on youth 
alone. That charge is rarely made. 
The older generations are not waging 
aggressive war against youth. They 
are conducting a moderate, almost 
apologetic, defensive. All they ask is 
that the “faults” of the younger gen- 
eration shall not be entirely ascribed 
to the older generation, wae is the 
normal procedure. 

The reasons cited by Dean Gavss for 
youthful discontent are sound, The 
disillusionfnent following upon a world 
war, for which the older generation 
must be held chiefly responsible, be- 
cause it was in charge of the world, is 
real. And yet in this matter of the 
World War something of the responsi- 
bility rests on young shoulders; if not 
young men and women, then young 
nations. * 

The great catastrophe was. not im- 
mediately precipitated by the big na- 
tions, but by the little nations eager 
for their own place in the sun. The 
match was lighted in the Balkans, 
where the ambitions of half a dozen 
little peoples clashed. The principal

The presiding Justice told the jury 
that this was true; that no surgeon, 
however good his intentions might be, 
had a right to perform an operation 
without first getting the person’s con- 
sent. In case of chilcren, permission 
to operate must be had from their 
parents. But the jury brought in a 
verdict for the doctor, on the ground 
that, as this particular case stood, it 
was not possiblé to obtain the pa- 
tient’s consent; and that it was his 


duty to go ahead and save the woman’s 


life, if he honestly believed that was 
the ohly wr to do it. 

Such cases must be rare; but sur- 
geons sometimes have to take the re- 
sponsibility of acting not strictly in 
accord with the legal theory. Suppose 
a man is picked up unconscious in the 
street with a fractured skull. His iden- 
tity cannot be establiched; there is no 
way of communicating with his rela- 
tives or friends. Must a surgeon wait 
until the man recovers a gléam of con- 
sciousness—or more probably dies—be- 
fore attempting the indicated opera- 
tion? Certainly no sensible jury would 
hold him in damages if he did not.

Despite the claims that cows and 
pigs have occasionally been known to 
thrive when given a certain percentage 
of fermented food gravely suspected 
of harboring potential alcoholic con- 
tent, the prospect of luring unsuspect- 
ing and defenseless silkworms to the 
devil and making them work harder 
for this privilege is one which no self- 
respecting American citizen can regard 
without conflicting emotions.

GRAND JURY SELECTION. 


The Commissioner of Jurors -Gives 
Some Facts and Advice. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Tres of Feb. 5 Judge Otto 
A. Rosalsky ably and properly de- 
fended former Presiding Justice Clarke 
of. the -Appellate Division and the 
members of the Board for the Selec- 
tion of Grand Jurors from the charge 
of “unfairness” by. some members of |. 
the. Association of Grand Jurors, as 
sét forth in the article “Ab Initio” in 
the January issue of The Panel, a 
monthly bulletin of that association. 

Among several inaccuracies in state- 
ments by the association is the fol- 
lowing: ‘As requested by the Com- 
missioner of Jurors; we submitted to 
him a list of over 300 names of prom- 
inent citizens for consideration by 
the board.” ‘The request did not come 
from the Commissioner of Jurors but 
from the Secretary of the Association 
of Grand Jurors. However, that is 
neither here nor there. 

True, between the first meeting of 
the Grand Jury Board on Nov. 29, 
1926, and the next meeting on Dec. 9, 
1926, the Commissioner of Jurors re- 
ceived a list of 311 names, but too late 
to complete the examination of the 
persons named as to qualification in 
time for the last meeting on Dec. 9, 
1926. The Commissioner of Jurors 
must deal with any list of names sub- 
mitted even in'‘such a connection as he 
would with any list, to ascertain the 
facts as to qualification. The law re- 
quires this, but the association pre- 
ferred a short cut. The result of the 
examination of the 811 names is as 
follows: 

Non/resiéenta, 207; lawyers, 8; dis- 
qualified (deaf), 3; physically disqual- 
ified, 2; alien, 2; physician (exempt), 
1; election officer, 1; ove? age, 1; city 
employe,- 1; on exempt register, 3;

register, 56; grand juror, 1; made 





If the 811 names had been added to’ 
the Grand Jury list the board would 
have included 239 names of those who 
were either disqualified or exempt, I 
do not propose to qyote Latin phrases 
or maxims, but I conclude with a good 
old American maxim: ‘“‘Be sure you 
are right, then go ahead.”

| There appears to be no reason to 
‘fear for the future of Chile’s nitrate 
industry, according to Daniel Guggen- 
heim of Guggenheim Brothers. Re- 
centy it has been stated that Chile 
faces an economic crisis due to the 
increasing use of synthetic nitrates. 
“Our firm, after many years of re- 
search through our New York labora- 
‘ tories, has developed a new p 
* for the extraction of Chilean nitrat 
from the Chilean nitrate rock, known 
_,as caliche,” Mr, Guggenheim stated | 
yesterday. ‘“‘Our engineers have also 
| developed a new system for mining 
the caliche, employing mechanical min- 
ing methods instead of the old hand 
“> mining methods hitherto employed. 
. With these two @evelopments, both 
~ Yadical in their departure from pre- 
vious methods, a new era is opened up 
_ for the Chilean nitrate industry." 
Under the old hand method of mining 
caliche from 15 to 25 per cent. of the 
'nitrate-bearing material was left on 
, the ground, while of the balance deliv- 
* ered to the plant only an average of 
not more than 65 per cent. of the ni- 
trate content was recovered as mer- 
chantable nitrate. With the new meth- 
Ods developed by the Guggenheim en- 
gineers 90 per cent. of the nitrate 
contained in the ground is recovered 
as commercial nitrate, and this of a 
higher grade than that produced under 
the old methods. With the old meth- 
ods nitrate grounds were not consid- 
ered of commercial value if they con- 
tained less than an average of 14 per 
cent. of nitrate, while with the new 
methods grounds containing as low as 
6 per cent. of nitrate will have com- 
mercial value.

Morobarits Approve the Bill 
“Calling for Increases in 
47 Larger Cities.

Rise to $12,000 as Provided In the 
Pending Measure Is Called 
Justified. 





Passage of the bill to increase the 
salaries of the postmasters “of forty- 
seven larger cities of the country, in- 
cluding New York and Chicago, was |: 
urged yesterday by the Merchants’ 
Association on a report of its Commit- 
tee on Postal Affairs, of which Her- 
bert C. Freeman, President of the Na- 
tional. Cloak and Suit Company, is 
Chairman. The bill, which is pending 
in Congress, proposes the following in- 
creases in salaries of postmasters in 
offices where the gross receipts are 
$1,600,000 a year or greater: 

Gross receipts $1,500,000 to $3,000,000, 
salary of postmaster from $6,000 to 
$7,000; receipts from $3,000,000 to $7,- 
000,000, salary increase from $6,000 to 
$8,000; receipts from $7,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, salary increase from $8,000 to 
$9,000; receipts from $10,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000, salary increase from $8,000 to 
$10,000; receipts from $20,000,000 to 
$40,000,000, salary increase from $8,000 
to $11,000; receipts $40,000,000 and up- 
ward, salary increase from $8,000 to

A few 
ears ago there was serious illness at 
wrenceville, but for the last few 
years the health of the boys has been 
very good.” 

From an authoritative quarter in 
New York came the assertion that the 
school had suffered an epidemic of 
a and that thirty boys had 

een ill. According to this source, 
three had died, although the medical, 
nursing and hospitalization equipment 
and service had been of the highest. 

From the same source came an em- 
phatic denial that Dr. Abbott had re- 
signed either because of criticism of 
the care of sick boys or because of dif- 
fe es with the trustees over the 
medical policy of the school. 

Professor Sidney Shea, a teacher, 
and Professor Bronson, who were both 
at the school yesterday, commented 
briefly on Dr.. Abbott’s decision. 

“It is true,” Professor Shea said, 
“Dr. ..bbott ‘tendered his resignation 
Feb. 4. The reagon is that he felt that 
the medical policy of the school had 
been inefficient, He wanted to make 
some changes but the Board of Trus- 
tees refused to grant him permission. 

“We lost five boys last year,’’ Pro- 
féssor Bronson said, ‘‘who died of 
pneumonia. The parents of some of 
them thought that there should have 
been better medical facilities. 


Praises Abbott’s Regime. 


“I had not heard of Dr. Abbott’s 
resignation,” Professor Bronson con- 
tinued, “until last night, and I never 
suspected anything of the sort. _Under 
Dr. Abbott the school has been very 
successful. We have a larger enrol- 
ment than éver before, new buildings 
on the campus and the whole morale 
of the school has been raised. 
can’t account for this action unless it 
is that often people find fault with a 
strong man. I know that Dr. Abbott 
has received many offers of head- 
masterships since he has been here, 
but he has always refused them.” 

Meanwhite, students and masters at 
the school, alumni at Princeton, New 
York and elsewhere, are talking about 
“Bot” Abbott: at Groton, where for 
several years he taught Latin and was 
headmaster; at Yale, where he taught, 
coached the crew and organized and 
trained the naval unit.

“Sticking to His Gans,’ Says Dr. 
Guthrie—He Suspended Sach. 
Services Two Years Ago. 








With ten figures, four girls and six 
boys, clad in filmy: mantles and going 
through the motions appropriate to 
the depiction of the Passion of Christ, 
ritualistic dancing was resumed yes- 
terday afternoon in St. Mark’s-in-the- 
Bouwerie, the Rev. Dr. William Nor- 
man Guthrie’s church, for the first 
time in two years. As was the case 
more.than a month ago when the af- 
ternoon. service was given over to a 
discussion of astrology and a 
of the horoscope of Benito Mussolini, 
a curtain was drawn across the chan- 
cel before the dancing began. Every 
seat in the church was occupied. 

Five disciples, dressed in garments 
that ranged in color from powder — 
t# red, stood around the figure of 
Christ, while four girls in the back- 
ground. represented celestial beings. 
The dance libretto was from the 
ond century, set to music by G 
Holst, a contemporary English com- 
poser. The whole was called by Dr. 
Guthrie a “sacred mime.” 

. Inasmuch as it was a difference of 
opinion with Bishop William T. Man- 
that caused the withdrawal of 
itualistic dancing two years ago, Dr. 
Guthrie was besieged with questions 
after the services about ‘“‘what will 
Bishop Manning say?’’

ARGUES FOR IMMORTALITY 





Bays the Soul Lives On in a Perfect | 
- Environment—Decries Asking 
Scientists About Theology. 





Thomas A. Edison was praised as a 
Wan and an inventor, but his: opinion 
of man’s soul, as quoted by the news- 
papers, was held to be untrue by the 
Rev.. P. H. Casey, who answered the 
fmventor in his sermon yesterday 
_ morning in St. Francis Xavier’s Ro- 
man Catholic Church, 3 West Six- 
teenth Street. Father Casey read Mr. 
Edison's answer to the re gromonae 
“What do you consider the human 
poul to be?” and said: 

“According to that answer the soul 
is a collection of billions of entities 
which work in cooperation. According 
to Mr. Edison it takes billions of age 
entities to produce a play, billions of 
entities to produce an electric light. 
And yet man cannot get twenty en- 
tities to cooperate. Why do scientists 
call them entities? Because they know 
nothing about them. And knowing 
nothing about them they can believe 
that millions of them can cooperate 
and ‘produce the dramas of: Shake- 


gpeare. 

“Asked if he believed in eternal life, 
Mr. Edis 1 said that indefinite life was 
possible. He said that there are se- 

uoia trees still flourishing that have 

ved 4,000 years, and added: “There 
is reason for their pertinacity of. life 
fm that particular environment be- 
cause the environment is favorable.’ 
And then Mr. Edison says that if the 
soul when it passes out of the body 
finds itself in a perfect environment, 
there is ro reason why it cannot con- 
tinue to live ince -‘initely. it is 
exactly what happens. The soul, after 
it has suffered proper penalties, finds 
itself in the perfect environment of 
heaven. 

“But I want to ask the question: 
Why do many of you go to scientists 
to ask about the immortality of the 
soul? If you are dealing in real estate 
you do not go to a physician, or if you 
are sick you do not go to a lawyer; 
but you go to one who knows. Then, 
when asking about the hope of future 
life, why not go to one who came 
from above? Time after time Jesus 
has said in his parables that the soul 
will live.” 


POINTS WAY TO HEAVEN. 


Father Quinn Says Right Living 
Leads to Contentment. 


In their conquests for gold and fame, 
too many people are forgetting that 
the kingdom of Heaven can be reached 
only by paying for it with their daily 
lives, declared the Rev. John M. 
Quinn in his sermon’ yesterday morn- 
ing at St. Patrick’s Cathedral. Al- 
though this is a redeemed world, he 
said, complete peace and contentment 
will come only when people cease sac- 
rificing friends and principles to at- 
tain their own ends.

“The future does not belong to force 
and violence, but to docile teachable- 
ness and atrong, true humility” said 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick’ yester- 
day from the pulpit of the Park Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, Sixty-fourth 
Street at Park Avenue. Dr. -Fosdick’s 
topic was ‘Blessed Are the Meek,” 
and quoting Christ’s.declaration that 
the meek ‘“‘shali inherit the garth,” 
he said that initially few statements 
seemed more untrue. ‘‘Where,’” he 
asked, “are the -meek inheriting: the 
earth today?’”’ 

“We must fhink of the meaning of 
the word meek before we condemn 
this statement,”’ Dr. Fosdick went on. 
‘“‘When we say, ‘Blessed are the meek,’ 
we must of a necessity say, ‘Blessed 
are the teachable.’ It follows as the 
night the day that the teachable shal} 
inherit the earth. When we say, 
‘Blessed are the meek,’ we must say, 
‘Blessed are the humble, strong men 
who will submerge themselves in a. 
great work.’ ”’ : 

Dr. Fosdick declared that when one 
first faced the truth-of this beatitude, 
the temptation was to believe. that 
the reverse was true. 

“The proud, the haughty, the noble 
born and the wealthy appear as the 
inheritors of the earth to us at first,” 
he said. ‘‘Napoleon is a typical ex- 
ample in the minds of many of a man 
who inherited the earth. But that is 
the very point: The future does not 
belong to the Napoleons! The future 
belongs to another type of men alto- 


gether, men like the great scientist, 
Louis Pasteur. 

“Lincoln is a@ great example of a 
meek man who submerged every bit 
of himself in a consecrated task and 
became one of the most. powerful fig- 
ures not only in our national history 
but in the history of the world.

The answer is found 
in a true sincere consciousness or

the devotion to the great principles 
of righteousness, which base all true 
gad = yp and rise like steel uprights 
© hold all moral and social life to- 
gether. 

‘"These principles. we cannot let go. 
They must be defended and _ pro- 
moted even by war, until we have a 
better instrument. 

“Let armaments be reduced in pro- 
portion to the risk, but let the armory 
stand as a monument with this in- 
scription: “This stronghold is dedi- 
cated to the willingness of patriots to 
stand against the depredations of in- 
justice and ‘to fight for the*principles' 
of righteousness for all.the people and 
their. posterity, even though their 
stronghold become our tomb.’ 
“Judgment in this matter may be 
found in the consciousness of the great 
Lincoln. Was not the agony of war 
in his soul?

SALES OF PIECE GOODS.. 


Special Knowledge and Ability Are 


Needed in This Work. . 
Although it may not be generally 
recognized by store executives, there 


is little question in the minds of per- 
sons familiar with retail selling that 


among the most difficult departments 
in which to render satisfactory ser- 
vice to customers are those devoted 
to the sale of dress fabrics by the 
yard. This, it is held, is because of 


the special knowledge that is required 


of the persons who do the selling, and 
the lack of that knowledge on the part 
of many of them. 

The ideal -sales personnel of a piece 
goods department would be made up of 
50 per cent. each of practical dress- 


makers and-fashion advisers. This, of 


course, is out of the question, but the 
next best thing is to approximate a 
staff of that kind through proper selec- 
tion and training of those who sell. 
If this were done, and some of the 
marked steps in that direction, there 
would be a notable increase in sales 
in piece goods departments. 

The question is likély to be asked 
why selling piece goods over the coun- 
ter should be difficult. The answer is 
that, whereas in selling ready-to-wear

Very 
many customers are lacking in that 
quality, with the result that it is up to 
the sales persop to draw a mental 
picture for her that is based on ideas 
gleaned from the latter.

It is entirely safe to say that no 
parallel situation, in these two re- 
gards, has arisen at any time during 
the . intervening ‘period.

Some of the present stirrounding 
circumstances resemble those which 
preceded the chapter of events just 
enumerated; in other respects the po- 
sition is curiously different. Railway 
managements no longer possess the 
autocratic power over their companies’ 
funds and credit facilities which they 
asserted before 1906; the extension 
of the Commerce Commission’s powers 
in that year and the, Transportation 
act of 1920 have left them subject to 
close governmental restriction. That 
supervision goes so far as to require

DECLINES IN PRICES 
CONTINUE IN STEEL 


Plates Now Follow Bars, Shapes, 
Sheets and Strips in the 
Downward Movement.

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 13.—Steel prices 
show a decline. Sheets and strips, 
which began declining three or four 
months ago, showea no gain in he last 
week. Bars and shapes lost no more 
ground, but they are considered in 
danger. 

The strategy is to maintain an open 
market at a. certain figure and give the, 
largest buyers a concession, say, $2 4 
ton. A price of 1.90 cents on moderate 
sized lots was made recently and it is 
not certain that the large buyers will 
get a shade under that. Plates have 
now followed bars and shapes in the 
decline, as it is admitted that the old 
1.90 cent. price on plates is no longer 
applicable to orders of any size. 

The decliné in wire products which 
came out into the open in the past week 
is impressive:as to the general price 
situation, since the old prices had pre- 
vailed for more than a year and a half. 
Beginning with shading in th» South 
a few weeks ago, shading spread to 
various districts, cropping out strongly 
in the Chicago territory, and finally 
the poducers orenly announced prices 
$2 a ton under the old figures, which 
trikes plain wire 2.40 cents, Pittsburgh 
and wire nails $2.55. There has been a 
relative; poor: operation of wire mills, 
averaging not much over 50 rer cent, 
last year. 

The difficulty about steel price de- 
clines is that the trade does not know 
how far they will go when once they 
start. The longer a given price has 
held the mcre reluctant a given seller 
is to make any departure from it, but 
once the break is made it is corre- 
spondingly difficult for a new price to 
command universal respect and obser- 
vance. 

A mill in the Pittsburgh district has 
bought some 5,000 tons of heavy melt- 
ing steel scrap at $16 delivered, repre- 
senting a 50-cent decline in a fortnight 
and a dollar decline in two months, 
Offerings are light and hot much more 
could be bought at the same price.

SMALLER THIS YEAR

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 13.—While re- 
ports of sales of fertilizer so far this 
year to cotton States have attracted 
some attention, they, have exerted 
practically no influence on the market, 
as traders generally believed that it 
was too early to take any account of 
fertilizer sales or of intended de- 
creases in acreage, as much may yet 
happen to modify present intentions of 
farmers with respect to both before 
the planting season gets well under 
way. ; 

The continued liberal exports was 
again the main bullish feature of the 
statistics.

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 13.—Neither the 
increase in steel production from De- 
cember to January nor the Steel Cor- 
poration’s January unfilled tonnage 
loss in’ contrast with its December in- 
crease need be regarded as other than 
seasonal, . The one does not represent 
a fundamental gain in trade nor the 
other a fundamental loss. 

Last month was simply the sixth suc- 
cessive January to show an increase in 
steel production over December. In 
the last thrée years the steel produc- 
tion of the year peaked in March and 
the year before it peaked in April. 
Last month’s. increase over December 
‘was nearly 10 per cent., and that would 
be close to normal] if a normal could 
really be computedefrom the figures of 
past years. At the same time the pro- 
duction was 8 per cent. under that of 
the preceding January. =. 

What the January report did was to 
help confirm the view-that several 
months ago steel underwent a slight 
is| backset; presumably in keeping with 
general, and underlying conditions, for 
January was the third month to show 
lighter production than a year pre- 
vious, following the record of each of 
the first ten months of last year show- 
ing a production gain over the same 
month of 1925. The three-month loss 
from a year previous is 10 per cent. 

In the steel trade generally the opin- 
ion has lately prevailed that this year 
would show slightly less tonnage than 
last year, and anyone who undertook 
to be precise was likely to name this 
same 10 per cent. as the measure. 

Thus in steel production the favor- 
able turn January 1 was merely sea- 
sonal and the unfavorable turn, which 
occurred earlier, has not ‘been eradi- 
cated.
